AOW T0 SHIP POULTRY. 


DRESSING, PACKING AND SHIPPING 
FOR THE BRITISH MARKETS. 


Bulletin Issued by the Dominion Depart 
ment eof Agricultare —Seme Useful 
Wink fer the Beginner in the Bus!ness— 
Might Reach Large Prepoeriiens If 
Properly Conducted. 

The expor‘aticn of turkeys from 
Canada to Great Britain is hardly yet 
past the experimental! stage. Most of 
the shipments hare been sent more as 
an occasional venture than as part of 
a regular business. One importer of 
poultry in Great Britain says. “Ev- 
erybody thinks he is qualified to pack 
and ship poultry; wkereas, as much as 
any other article of food, it requires 
the skilful banding which can be giv- 
en only as the result of experience.” 
It will be prudent for a beginner to 
send enly smali trial shipments early 
in the season, and thus open up a 
trade which can be enlarged as it is 
found profitable. ~ 

If turkeys be prepared, packed and 
shipped according to the requirements 
of the British markets, they will, un- 
doubtedly, meet a good demand and 


secure prices equal to these of the 
turkeys imported from France and 
other continental countries. The price 


varies from year to year, and also at 
different times of the year. Wholesale 
the range of prices may be from five 
pence per pound, up to nine pence and 
over per pound, for the finest qual- 
ity of birds in the best condition. 


TIME TO SHIP. 


The demand is usually good from 
about the Ist of December to the Ist 
of March. The reception of poultryin 
the British markets is affected by the 
condition of the weather much less 
now than formerly. Cold storage fac- 
ilities in the several cities of Great 
Britain enable the handlers to guard 
against deterioration from mild or 
soft weather on the arrival of the 
birds. 

For the Christmas trade birds of 
large size command a relatively high- 
er price per pound than small ones. 
Cock turkeys of the largest size should 
be marketed before Christmas. The 
demand for hen turkeys continue un- 
til March. 

PLUCKED OR WITH FEATHERS ON. 


There is still some difference of opin- 
ion among importers as to whether 
turkeys should be plucked or sent in 
the feather. Those who have received 


that where they have heen properly 
prepared, cooled and packed, they have 


nen 


set, when the birds will always retain 
their plump shape.” 
9.—Cleanliness is necessary. The fee 
and legs of the birds should be ciean 
also. 
10.—The birds should be thoroughly 
cooled, not frozen, and they should be 
cold through and through before be- 
ing packed in cases. 
11—The cases should te shallow, 
only deep enough to hold one layer 
of birds. A size recommended is & 
case six feet long. by twenty inches 
wide, by from seven to eleven inches 
deep. The top. bottom and sides may 
be of lumber one-half inch thick. with 
the ends and the strengthening piece 
in the centre one inch thick. : 
12.—Pack in any one case only birds 
of nearly the same weight, graded te 
within two pounds. In no case should 
any bird be lighter than the lightest 
weight. or heavier than the heaviest 
weight marked on the package. 
13.—Pa:k the cocks and hens in sep- 
arate cases. 
14.—Mark the cases at both ends 
plainly. The marks at the top of the 
left hand corner of the end should 
show the number of birds, and whe- 
ther cocks or hens. : 
The marks at the top-of the right- 
hand corner of the end should show 
the weight of single birds, the gross 
weight. the tare of case, and net 
weight of birds. For example:— 
12 T.. Cocks, 10 to 12 Ibs. 
Gross weight 156 Ibs. 
Tare 24 Ibs. 
Net weight 132 lbs. 
T. Stands for turkeys; 
F. For fowls: 
G. For geese; 
D. For ducks. 
15.—Wrap every bird neatly in pa- 
per. The head of each bird should be 
wrapped with a quantity of thick pa- 
per to absorb any blood. 
16.—Spread a small quahtity of wood- 
pulp in the hottom of the case. 
that be not obtainable. use a small 
quantity of straw on the hottom of 
the case. The straw must be quite dry 
and clean. 
17.—Put paper on the bottom and 
top of the birds to keep themclean. A 
small quantity of woodpulp or dry 
clean straw may be put on top, direct- 
ly under the cover. 
18. Pack the birds with back down. 
with heads at one side. 
19—Put from twelve to twenty-four 
birds in acase. Every case should 
he packed quite full and close. to pre- 
vent damage from knocking about in- 
side during transit. 
20.—The foregoing directions are 
only for birds which are to‘be kept 
cool continuously. They cannot be 
shipped safely as ordinary cargo. 
21—Do not export any old, tough 
birds. z 
22.—Every bird should show a good 
plump. white, broad breast.

24. Vor killing the fowl should be sus- 
pended by the legs. when an incision 
bp a sharp knife should be made in 
the roof of the mouth. The cutting 
should be made lengthwise, across and 
deep enough to reach the brain. This 
is held to be a painless method of 
killing. and no evidence of mutilation 
can be seen on the outside. Care should 
he taken to prevent the feathers being 
soiled by blood. 

25. The head should be wrapped in 
thick paper to absorb any blood and

26. Immediately after killing, the

still held the withered dead leaves of | the birds are frightened or excited they 


will not keep well and the quality 
will be inferior. 

3.—Kill by “wringing the neck” and 
and not by knifing or sticking. One 
dealer says the easiest and best mode 
of killing is by the disiocation of the 
neck. This manner of killing is gen- 
erally adopted by English and Conti- 
nental poulterers. It is done as fol- 
lows:—Grasp the legs of the bird in 
the leftshand. and the head of the bird 


in the right hand, the back of 
the bird being upwards, and the 
crown of its head in the hollow 
of the hand. Hold the legs of 


the bird against the left hip and the 
head again-t the right thigh or knee. 
In this position strongly stretch the 
hea. at the same time heniing it 
backwards so as to sever the head from 
the spinal column. As secon as_ the 
head is separated from th? neck. the 
bird is killed. It may work ecenvul- 
sively for some time. but that should 
not stay the de-feathering. which 


| must he proceeded with at once. 


4.—Pluck at once while stil) warm. | 


on the neck 
for about three inches from th head. 
also a few feathers on the tai! and 
tip of wings. Do not tear the skin 
in plucking; and donot under any 
circumstances dip the bird into water. 

5.—Remove the intestines from the 
rear. Care must be taken not to 
break the gall bag. All the rest may 
be left inside. 

6.—Some dealers recommend break- 
ing down the breast bone by push- 
ing it over to one. side with the two 
thumbs, the bird having its back press- 
ed up by the knee. If a “breaking 
down stick” is used, it should he

The battalion that has recently so 
ably distinguished itself at Dargai is 
what was known. prior to the estab- 
lishment of the territorial system in 
the time regiments of the British Army 
as the 75th or Stirlingshire Regiment.

Ever since the destruction by fire 
of the C.P.R. freight shed some four 
years ago, it has been annually 
rumored that the management of 
the Company contemplated con- 
verting the present depot into a 
freight shed and building a new 
station and divisional oftices at this 
place ; but owing to the many de- 
mands upon their improvement 
funds,and perhaps for other reasons, 
the long-expected has not yet made 
its appearance. 

The old rumor is again going the 
rounds, but this time it has a sound 
of certainty about it; and the | 
people of Moose Jaw sincerely hope 
that the management will be i 
abled to carry out its wishes and 
erect a station that will be a credit 
to the C. P. R. and an ornament to 
the town. 

The need of a new depot and 
freight shed at this place must, by 
this time, be apparent to all. As 
Moose Jaw is adinitted to be one of 
the leading towns along the C.P.R.

broad and square, never narrower than 
the face, and never wear any pointed- 
headdress; nor should their hair be 
parted and flatly drawn back. 

Something square rising at each side 
of the head. somewhat in the shape of 
an A’satian bow, should be selected as 
a bonnet. The bandeaux waved and 
raised at the sides.

Some Sintistics Contained in the Aunual 
Report of the Postmuaster-Gcnera!,

a matter of arithmetic, be calculated 
that the total number of postal pack- 
ets delivered in the United Kingdom 
during the year which ended March 
31 was 3,141,715,000; but the mind of 
man can only reel before so stupen- 
dous a total. It is more easy to aj 
prehend that, if these missives were 
divided equally among the population 
each would have received eighty let- 
ters, post-cards, newspapers and par- 


cels in the course of the twelve months.‘ Are. that your temper will improve,

Is it rea- 
lized that the amount due to devosi- 
tors on Dec. 31, 1896, was greater by 
some millions than the whole of the 
national revenue for one year? The 
complaint that the savings bank is be- 
ing largely used by persons who might 
well resort to ordinary bankers has, 
nevertheless, little or no foundation. 
The Postmaster-General has institut- 
ed inquiries which show that more than 
sixty per cent. of’ the total number 
of depositors are women anid children 
precisely the class of investor which 
falls a ready victim to bogus building 
societies, worthless comp2ny promot 
ers, and ether forms oi ce-eztion.
